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1, The list attached to this report is divided into two sections, Section I cone 
tains information on vessels which vere observed in traffic to and from the 
Baltic. between 1 July and 30 Septembcor 1951. Section II lists vessels which pre- 
viously enraged in traffic in the Baltic but which were net observed curing the 
ceriod 1 July - 30 September 1951. 


Vessels listed in Section I include certain shins which are absent from the 
Baltic for long periods; this is felt to have little irportance in the overall 
nicture, since such vessels are rerlaced by shins which return to the Baltic 
from similer long voyages. It sonetines happens that individwal ships will not 
be observed vhen they leave or enter the Baltic, but it has been possible to 
detervine the location of these shins at a later date.

3. Sections I and IT include some vessels which probably are not in current use. 
Certain of these shins ray be undergoing repairs or reconstruction, and cthers 
may be out of use for unlmown reasons, Still others of these same ships may 

_be in traffic but have not been observed. In addition to the ships which are 
listed in this report there are a mu ber of vessels which are being repaired in 
verious shivyards in the Baltic, and have not been identified as yet. 


4. Lists I and II include a total of 169 vessels which have combined tonnage of 
about 503,000 gross tons. Comnared with information as of July 1951, this 
figure shovs a decline of 31 ves els with anvroximate tonnage of 123,000 gross 
tons. Such a decline in tonnage indicetes that vessels have been tr-nsferred 
to other areas, and it is believed that nost of the shins which have been 
reroved from traffic in the Baltic have been transferred to the Arctic Ses 
region. The S.S, STALIN, 27,288 gross tons, has been drovned from these lists 
because the location of the ves‘el cannot be determined. 


5. There has, however, been an increase of about 50,000 gross tons during the past 
half year in the tonnare of snectalized borts such as tugs, lerger trawlers and 
ies brea’ers which are enpared in traffic in the Baltic. this increase denends 
both on continued construction of tug and fishing fleets, and on the transfer 
of older vessels of this tyne from use in donestic vaters to the Baltic, where 
they were observed for the first time. The actual eristence of certain of these 
snecialized vessels has been verified for the first time in recent months, even 
though such shins vere sometines built several years ago. It is dif ‘icvit to 
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give any very exact figures on the number of specialized ves-els in use in 
the Baltic, but t ere is reasonable certainty that there are 164 tugs with 
tonnage of 54,000 gross tons, 211 larger trawlers with tonnage of 59,000 
gross tons, and 12 ice breakers with tonnage of 17,000 gross tons in use in 
the Baltic. Thus, there are probably at least 3°7 specialized vessels with 
tonnage of 130,000 gross tons currently in use in Baltic traffic. In addit 
to these vessels there sre a lerge number of larger trawlers based in the 
Baltic which are now used for fishing in the North Atlantic, 


It is asaumed that there is continued construction of machine—driven and 
seavorthy river ships ond lighters. it was previously estimated that there 
were 180,000 deadweight tons of the former typs of vessel and about a mill 
tons of lighters currently in use in the Baltic area. 


In summary it can be stated that the Soviet Union has the following vessels 
the Baitic area:
